Tlie town is hoping for a second swing at persuading 
Alberta Environment to allow a new waste management 
system after its proposal was flushed by government last 
week. 

Didsbury officials have been looking to manage effluent 
with a continuous-flow mechanical plant since they Itecame 
aware of the technology last spring. 

“We’ve been using the same lagoon system for 60 years or 
however long and now we realize there is better technology 
out there,” Wittal said. 

It’s hoped the plant will replace lagoons as a more cost 
effective and env ironmentally friendly alternative, he said. 

lagoons release ammonia, nitrogen and methane gas and 
require the town to shop for additional land as the need for 
larger holding ponds arises and the call for expansion is fast 
approaching. 

“The need is urgent. Our system can hold a capacity of 
5,(XX) and we have a population of 4,7(X)...any more houses 
built and we’ll be maxed out,” Wittal said. 

It will cost the town $21 million to expand the lagoon sys¬ 
tem; a bill the town may skirt if it builds a mechanical plant. 

The town doesn’t yet know how much it would cost to 
build, lease or support an effluent plant. They are in early 
stages of determining whether the system is the ht'st option 
for taxpayers and if government will allow it. 

What the town dot's know is a mechanical plant could be 
built to handle three times as much effluent as the current 
system, allowing for future growth. It could also knock down 
operational costs, which are currently over $25,000 and tax¬ 
payers’ sewer infrastructure bills, totalling $40 annually if the 
town considers partnering with a private company. 

According to town administrators, Didsbury could part¬ 
ner up with a local businessman, who has yet to be named, 
by purchasing the land for the plant, funding the construc¬ 
tion or leasing the plant when it’s finished. 

In these scenarios, the private owner would be responsi¬ 
ble for maintenance and upgrading, eliminating those fees 
for the town. 

The problem with the proposal for a plant, at least 
through the eyes of Alberta Environment, Ls the term “con¬ 
tinuous-flow.” 

The plant would chemically clean effluent water and 
release the treated product into the Rosebud River. The 
process to clean water takes a matter of hours, instead of 
years as lagoons do. Grey water in lagoons is also only 
released once annually. 

Releasing continuously into a river that Ls little more than 
a still-water creek in summer months Isn’t possible accord¬ 
ing to Allierta Environment. 

“The stream isn’t big enough.. .there could only be release 
in the winter and the spring when the river has flow," said 
Cara Van Marck, an Alberta Environment spokesperson. 

Tlie department Ls recommending the town combine a 
mechanical plant with the current lagoon systems and 
release grey water twice annually. The lagoons would act as 
holding ponds the plant would discharge into. 

Hearing the government will allow two releases a year 
instead of one is good news for Wittal, although he’s still 
keen on persuading the ministry to allow for a continuous 
flow system.

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Woman crochets for sick children

Five years ago, Audrey Peatman aimed to crochet 200 
afghan blankets for the sick at the Alberta Children’s 
Hospital in Calgary. 

By fall, she’ll have bundled up another ten for delivery, 
totalling ;MK) handcrafted items and she's not done yet. 

“As long as 1 live, I’ll be making these. I'm going to go for 
400,” said the 70-year-old grandmother. 

Peatman lias been crocheting for 62 years and has given 
every child, grandchild and great- grandchild one of her 
lianderafted items. She’s even made Afghans for her grand- 
children’s dolls. 

It takes the Didsbury resident anywhere from two weeks 
to four weeks to finish each one, depending on the amount 


of time she can commit to the craft. I Usually she’ll pick up the 
needles when she can’t sleep or while she is watching T.V. 

When her husband was in the hospital with Alzheimer’s 
disease, he would fall asleep with her at his bedside. She’d 
put out her yam and l>egin stitching square pieces she’d later 
meld together into a colourful blanket. 

“It’s really relaxing," she said, picking up the needles and 
doing a quick demonstration. Her fingers moved rapidly 
through the yam. 

In 1997, Peatman saw an ad in the newspaper calling for 
donations to the Alberta Children’s Hospital. 

“I called the children’s hospital and asked if they wanted 
any blankets. They said to bring them in," she said. 

By 2004, she had created 185 patterned afghans for young 
ones. 

When put on the sj>ot about why she’s devoted so much 


time creating covers for those in hospital IhhIs, she waves it 

off. 

“I have arthritis in every finger and every toe. This helps,” 
she said. 

Becky Anderson, volunteer resources coordinator for the 
children’s hospital, says Peatman Is not only being humble, 
but is downplaying her joy of the act. 

“When she comes in, she is just so excited. She has this 
big smile on her face,” she said. 

“She is just wonderful.” 

Volunteers take the blankets and dole them out to 
patients in the units. When children get one, it’s theirs to 
keep. 

“Families can come hen* unexpectedly and have very lit¬ 
tle. A blanket can mean a lot more than just a blanket. Any 
bit of comfort is a good thing," Anderson said. 


Straw building blocks inspire Edmonton project

The brainchild of a local business owner will be the star 
attraction in a three million dollar showcase building in 
Edmonton. 

Nine years ago, Jason Whitfield, operational manager of 
Stack It Wall Systems, took the complexity out of con¬ 
struction with pre-made straw bale walls. 

The blocks are put together with the straw packed 
thickly in the middle of two cement slabs. Builders can 
stitch the walls together like a jigsaw puzzle in a matter of 
days, without the mess or inconsistency of constructing 
the pieces on site. 

“We pack the straw in all different directions...it tends 
to have a higher structural strength and more resistance 
to wind, earthquakes and rot, than conventional houses," 
Whitfield said. 

Straw bale buildings are not novel. Settlers and environ¬ 
mentalists have been creating straw structures for over 
100 years, but Whitfield is the first in the province to cre¬ 
ate pre-made walls. 

His efforts have been widely recognized. 

When he built the straw bale show home in Didsbury in 
2006, his phone was ringing off the hook with people 
eager to know how they too could build a straw structure. 

“People are still dropping by to see the house (three 


years later),” he said. 

Whitfield had a local plant producing the walls in the 
province, but has since sold it to a manufacturer in 
Saskatchewan. If the Edmonton project pulls through, 
he’ll consider opening another plant in the province, pos¬ 
sibly in Didsbury. 

Karen Stanko, owner of Bio Home Developments in 
Edmonton, came to the city to build with environmental¬ 
ly friendly material and likes the idea of using straw for 
her latest project. 

There is something refreshing about building a struc¬ 
ture so green, that if blown up, it’d compost back into the 
soil, she said. 

“Most green buildings are bullshit, they aren’t actually 
green. 1 want something alive, that breathes...we are 
going to use as much green materials as possible and 
showcase green technology to the general public," she 
said. 

She heard about Whitfield’s prefabricated straw bale 
blocks and thought it a much better option than laying 
bales like bricks on site. Stanko checked out the Didsbury 
show home and liked what she saw in the Mexican-adobe 
style residence. 

“This won’t look like the Didsbury one though. It’s a 
three million dollar building, three storey high with a bio- 
philia space," she said. 

A Biophilia building creates a sense of the outside, in 


and is used to give people a sense of warmth and sereni¬ 
ty. It’s the perfect model for the Bent Arrow Traditional 
Healing Society, the non-profit this building will house. 

The aboriginal society aids those at risk for being 
abused, dropping out of school or becoming homeless. 

The building project will offer affordable housing to 
families who have completed healing-type programs and 
are ready to move on with their lives. 

“This bio-housing really appeals to us because it fits 
with how we as aboriginal people like to live our lives; 
back to basics, back to earth,” said Lovette Ferguson, 
senior manager of the society. 

“I have never heard of a straw bale building.. but when 
we were approached we thought it a fabulous idea." 

The building is still in preliminary stages of gathering 
design ideas and looking for funding sources. 

Stanko said the City of Edmonton has expressed inter¬ 
est in the project with Mayor Stephen Mandel suggesting 
the possibility of purchasing the land for the non-profit to 
build on. 

“This will be huge exposure. It will definitely be a 
showcase for Edmonton and Bent Arrow as...the first 
straw bale building of its kind in North America," Stanko 
said. 

“Hopefully it will do what it’s meant to; heal people and 
inspire other developers to do this. It’s not a hippie thing 
to build homes like this."

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School’s in; watch out for children

Drivers are being asked to step on the 
brakes as police bolster efforts to patrol 
school zones. 

Students are back at school in full force 
Thursday and in anticipation of the event, 
may not be paying close attention to traf¬ 
fic. 

“Kids are excited about seeing their 
friends, so we expect the first couple of 
weeks they may not always be following 
rules of the road," said Sgt. Jeff Jacobson. 

“That means extra responsibility for 


drivers.” 

To help the public get in gear, police 
members are increasing their presence in 
and around schools and are asking all 
obey ; 10km/hr school zones. Those caught 
flouting the limit could face a $78 fine. 

Members art* also reminding drivers 
they could pay up to $845 for rocketing by 
a bus unloading students or $575 for 
rolling through a crosswalk while a pedes¬ 
trian is walking across it. 

The detachment may lay 10 to 20 fines 
each year for complaints of those driving 
past a bus or through a crosswalk, which 
is 20 times a child could have been struck, 


police say. 

There hasn’t been an accident involving 
a child pedestrian yet and Jacobson wants 
to keep it that way. 

Chinook’s Edge School superintendent, 
Jim Gibbons, said it could take drivers and 
students several weeks to shake off sum¬ 
mer habits and get used to the new season. 

Alberta has a “volatile population as far 
as moving" is concerned, with new stu¬ 
dents enrolling in school, new bus routes 
assigned and new driving patterns encour¬ 
aged, Gibbons said. 

It takes awhile for the public to orient 
with changes, but the “key message is 


safety” and that means educating youth 
about using crosswalks and keeping a 
sharp eye on drivers, he said. 

Until the public gets into the school rou¬ 
tine, there will be additional supervisors 
monitoring high traffic areas near Ross 
Ford Elementary and a crosswalk supervi¬ 
sor will ensure children use designated 
crossings. 

The town may lend a hand to matters if 
it approves flashing lights for pedestrian 
crossings near the elementary. It’s in the 
early stages of a traffic impact assessment 
to determine if lights would be practical 
and beneficial to the area.

Student debt load 
must be reasonable

A new national survey has 
found that the average post-sec¬ 
ondary student in Canada will 
graduate with $25,000 in debt - 
a staggering total that may spell 
trouble for the long-term eco¬ 
nomic well-being of many com¬ 
munities, including those in West Central 
Alberta. 

With students heading back to classes at uni¬ 
versities and colleges across Alberta over the 
next few weeks, the dark cloud of debt is no 
doubt hanging heavily over the heads of many of 
those same students. 

In fact, the new Ipsos Reid poll found that half 
of all post-secondary students expect their 
money to run out before the end of the new 
school year; and about one-third of those stu¬ 
dents believe their spending money will dry up 
by the end of 2009. 

The surv ey also found that 80 per cent of stu¬ 
dents felt they were going to need to take part- 
time work to make ends meet; almost half of 
those said they needed to work to pay basic bills. 

And, according to the pollsters, that part-time 
work may very well end up having a negative 
impact on student grades. 

“Working to make ends meet is an additional 
challenge for students, with at least three-quar¬ 
ters concerned that working will affect their 
grades and two-thirds believing that worrying 
about money will have a negative impact on their 
studies,” said Kavita Joshi, director of student 
banking at RBC, which commissioned the sur¬ 
vey. 

And even those students who do decide to seek 
out part-time employment may not find the work 
all that easy to come by - the July jobless rate for 
students was a record 20 per cent. 

As well as creating a need to work instead of 
study, the spiralling debt load is also undoubted¬ 
ly creating cutbacks for students in terms of 
spending on food, clothing and other necessities. 

And in all too many cases, the financial strain 
now being placed on students will, unfortunate¬ 
ly, lead to some students throwing in the towel, 
dropping out of university or college and giving 
up their dreams in the process all because of the 
economic hardship created by ever-increasing 
school costs. 

At some point the spiralling student debt crisis 
will become wholly unmanageable. Before that 
happens, all stakeholders in the post-secondary 
education system need to start working together 
to find solutions. 

The bottom line is that burdening Canada’s 
future leaders with heavy education debt - and, 
in some cases, even making post-secondary edu¬ 
cation inaccessible to people because of cost - 
benefits no one. 

In fact, it may very well be reducing Canada’s 
competitiveness in the world market - and that 
could mean big-time, long-term problems down 
the road.

Economic boom a fading memory

It’s almost fitting that in the waning 
days of summer when many of us have 
packed up from another season at the 
lake or golf course, Albertans also find 
themselves reminiscing about the salad 
days of the economic boom. Both were 
too short in duration and now exist 
only in memory. While we can always 
return to the lake next year, Alberta’s 
prosperity appears further afield, with 
Ed Stelmach’s government headed in 
no particular direction but away from 
shore. The provincial government's 
gloomy first quarter fiscal update, deliv¬ 
ered by Finance Minister his Evans on 
Wednesday, was a sobering reminder of 
how far we’ve fallen in only a year’s 
time. Last year’s first quarter update 
predicated an eye [Hipping $8.5-billion 
surplus — $7 billion more than original 
estimates a few months earlier — 
buoyed by liigh oil and natural gas rev¬ 
enues. The government spent just as 
fast as it earned, with a record high $37- 
billion budget, a double-digit jump from 
the prior year. The good times were so 
entrenched the province eliminated the 
loathed health care premiums because, 
as Evans said at the time, "We can 


afford to do it." 

Today, the government forecasts a 
$6.9-billion deficit — $2.2 billion more 
than predicted in the spring budget, 
and much of that blamed on falling nat¬ 
ural gas prices. To stem the bleeding, 
the province will drain its $ 17-billion 
Sustainability Fund down to $9.3 bil¬ 
lion. The only parallel between this 
year and last is the government contin¬ 
ues to spend like a drunken sailor, 
though now it appears the scalpel hov¬ 
ers over school budgets, health care 
and other yet to be determined sjiend- 
ing cuts totalling $430 million. Despite 
the economic quagmire shifting 
beneath his feet the premier will not 
consider a tax increase — even on 
something as non-essential as booze — 
and refuses to pull back from Alberta’s 
three-year, $23-billion capital plan, 
arguing it’s necessary to create and 
retain jobs. It seems the premier is will¬ 
ing to create jobs in one sector but at 
the same time appears poised to down¬ 
size elsewhere, including the govern¬ 
ment bureaucracy where rumours per¬ 
sist of across-the-lmard layoffs. Allx^rta 
Health Services is already looking at 
voluntary retirements for nurses, lab 
techs and other workers in its strategy 


to rein in costs. Critics fear the move 
will further injure an already strained 
system, hurting patients in the long run. 
One only needs to spend five minutes 
(or five hours) in the nearest hospital 
emergency room to witness the effects 
of existing chronic understaffing. 
Layoffs would only exacerbate the situ¬ 
ation, which foretells of either more 
drastic changes in the future, or a bro¬ 
ken system. If there is a plan to right 
this ship, the premier isn’t letting on. 
Stelniach is living up to his nickname 
"Steady Eddie" by staying the course, 
but Albertans want a skipper who will 
eventually lead them to a friendly 
shore. Clinging to the ever-depleting 
Sustainability Fund and hoping natural 
resource royalties rebound is not a 
long-term solution. A hiring freeze and 
cuts to discretionary spending are just 
a drop in the bucket. Meanwhile details 
of the $410-million cost savings plan 
won’t be completed until the second 
quarter, presumably when the govern¬ 
ment will have conjured up a plan. Of 
course planning for the future is what 
the province should’ve done during the 
height of the boom. Spending alone 
won’t right this ship, which means 
Stelmach needs to change his compass.

Didsbury Terry Fox run ready to go

“It hit me then. Terry Fox fought so 
hard...and died devoted to that cause," 
she said. 

“I thought...I can carry on his message 
and contribute my little bit to cancer 
research." 

She pounded the pavement for the first 
time in support of the Canadian legend in 
the 1995 Didsbury Terry Fox Run and has 
since raised $20,000 for the cause. 


“It’s gratifying...it doesn’t actually mat¬ 
ter how much money you raise, the idea is 
you are giving something. That’s what’s 
important.” 

The town of Didsbury has thrown itself 
behind the fundraiser for 22 years and has 
raised nearly $ 1(H),000 for research. 

Regional coordinator for the Terry Fox 
Foundation, Rhonda Risebrough, thinks 
it’s “amazing” this town has carried the 
torch for the Canadian icon for so long and 
has raised so much as a result. 

There is a wealth of good causes pop¬ 
ping up each fall and yet the Terry Fox 
Run has never been short on support in 
Didsbury. Last year 45 people laced up for 
the event and raised over $4,000; only 
slightly down from 2007 when 66 people 
took part and contributed $5,223 for 
prostate, breast and lung cancer research. 


The province fared a little better with a 
20 per cent jump in participants in 2008 
and a 35 per cent increase in revenue. 

Organizers Brenda and Grant Hemming 
aren’t sure why Didsbury experienced a 
drop in runners last year. Turnout can be 
affected by other worthy charities, weath¬ 
er, even economic conditions. 

“We never know what the turnout will 
be," they said in an email. “Over the two 
decades that we have operated this site 
the number of participants has ranged 
from a high of 105 in 2005 down to 25 in 
1996. 

This year, they are “hoping for the best.” 

On September 13 residents are invited to 
run, walk, bike or rollerblade five kilome¬ 
tres to support The Terry Fox Foundation. 
The event will kick off at 12:30 p.m. at the 
Didsbury Memorial Complex. 


Terry Fox ran over 5,000 kilometres 
through illness, injury and bad weather to 
bring cancer awareness to the nation near¬ 
ly 30 years ago. 

Elaine McCoy heard of his feat but didn’t 
truly understand it until she herself was 
diagnosed with cancer.

reminders about handwashing and influenza etiquette. Some 
may be pointed in the direction of hand-sanitizing stations 
which have been put in schools and fully stocked over the 
summer. 

('hinook's Edge Ls aLso considering information sessions 
for parents in September to let them in on the pandemic plan. 

H1N1 put the plan to the test when it sprang up in Mexico 
last April and swept across the world in a matter of weeks. 

Jim Gibbons, superintendent for the district, said some 
aspects of their plan flopped, including levels of alert and 
chain of conunand. 

When the flu struck in Alterta last school year, principals 
of nearly 40 schools in Chinook’s Edge were expected to 
make key decisions and put the pandemic strategy in motion. 
The act was less than consistent, so this year all decisions 
will filter down from the top educator, Supt. Gibbons. 
Newsletters and memos will be sent to schools from the head 
office in Innisfail to be handed out to parents. Then* will also 
be regular updates on the school district website. 

In April 2009, Chinook’s Edge was also mimicking the 
World Health (irganizat ion’s levels of alert, which seemed too 
dramatic for the level of illness - zero - in the region. This year 
the phases have been dumtxxl down to normal operation, 
stand by and full activation. 

Moltzan hopes the schools continue to be imaffected by the 
flu and is asking pan*nts to keep children with symptoms at 
home. 

If students get sick at school, staff will don the gowns, 
gloves and masks and stay with the child in an isolation room 
until the parent picks him up. It seems over-the-top, but die 
school is not taking any chances, Moltzan said. 

Even those* manning the rooms have been given extra pro¬ 
tection. 

“Educational assistants or support staff couldn’t get paid- 


leave provisions if they were infected by a sick child," 
Moltzan said. 

Now, if support staff and educational assistants caring for 
sick children in die isolation room become ill, they won’t be 
financially penalized, hi* said. They will get leave with sick 
pay. 

There is only so much the school can do to prepare for the 
flu. It’s likely we will make adjustments while we are “in the 
middle of it,” Gibbons said. 

Last month, he said he didn’t expect schools to shut down 
this fall, although that could change if the school can’t keep 
certified teachers in front of children and students at their 
desks. 

“If it’s as bad as some people say it might be...we don’t 
have a hope of keepings teachers in front of every student," 
Moltzan said. 

He said in some cases schools could play only a custodial 
care role. Education centres will remain a “safe environment” 
for students, but staff will be limited. If the teacher shortage 
is compounded by student absence then the school may 
decide to shut down centres for the short term. 

It happened nearly six years ago at River Valley School in 
Sundre when 40 per cent of the student body was at home 
sick with the seasonal flu. 

“It seemed wise to close the school for a couple of days," 
Gibbons said. 

With young ones again cracking open the books, Ross Ford 
1’rineipal Brent Runnett wants to make sure dour predictions 
of the flu and school shut-downs don’t panic his students. 

“We need to ride a balance between letting (students) 
know this is important stuff, but not getting them overly 
frightened or panicked about it,” he said. 

“We want them to be prepared, but also feel happy and safe 
at school.”

Seniors warned of possible scam 


The family of a 90-year-old Didsbury resident is warning 
seniors to be wary of door-to-door canvassers, after they 
believe their father fell victim to a scam. 

A man claiming to be doing a government survey 
knocked on their father’s door last Saturday and spent 
nearly an hour collecting financial, health and personal 
information and logging it into a laptop. 

When the surveyor left without handing over a business 
card, the Didsbury senior grew suspicious and worried 
he’d been conned. 

“We felt his information had teen compromised 
because it had been a long session he had with this fel¬ 


low. . the man entered everything into a laptop and he did¬ 
n’t leave a business card," said Liz Heitman, daughter of 
the local senior who wishes to remain unnamed. 

She hopes she is overreacting and the house call was 
legitimate, but if it’s not, Heitman has taken the necessary 
precautions and is wanting other seniors to be on guard. 

“Tills was very upsetting to my dad. He feels really vul¬ 
nerable now as a result of this. Information can te diffi¬ 
cult to replace," Heitman said. 

“We spent three days calling hanks and credit compa¬ 
nies...don’t open your door to strangers or give out that 
type of information.” 

The family called the police, who are currently monitor¬ 
ing the case. Since it’s not against the law for pollsters to 
knock on people’s doors and note information, there is lit¬ 


tle police can do but wait to see if the data is used fraud¬ 
ulently. 

“This is obviously a very suspicious incident because 
the individual didn’t know who he was speaking with," 
said Sgt. Jeff Jacobson. 

“In general, we recommend people not give out private 
information. If personal information is given out that you 
think shouldn’t have been, contact credit companies to 
have your account flagged." 

Jacobson said the station does get complaints of suspi¬ 
cious persons going door-to-door in Didsbury and 
although the suspicious are often charity canvassers, 
there can also be those aiming to take advantage of oth¬ 
ers.

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Youth centre scouts for new home

The hottest youth hangout since Ihe 
Didsbury skate park will be forced to 
move this fall as curlers head hack to the 
rink. 

Since April, teenagers have been able 
to drop into the Youth 360 program at 
the curling arena to socialize and have a 
good time. Organizers saw an average 30 
participants each night with an addition¬ 
al 40 coming in these past three weeks. 

“This is the first time we’ve tried a pro¬ 
gram like this and it’s been successful,” 
said Byron Sayer, manager of parks and 
recreation. 

“It’s a great start as far as offering 
youth an alternative.” 

The centre, which ran as a pilot this 
summer, targets those who don’t belong 
to organized sports or programs and 
gives them activities to do. 

Such an initiative was perfect timing 
for recreation staff, which was going 
head-to-head with youth about rule 
breaking and bad behaviour. Sayer tal¬ 
lies up the poor actions to boredom and 
said there has been a drop in teen-relat¬ 
ed problems since the pilot started. 

Come September when curlers head 
back to the rink, the youth centre must 
appeal to council if it wants to continue 
to run in a new, permanent home. 

“We are basically hoping council sees 
the value of this program and continues 
to invest town money in supporting it," 
Sayer said. 

“We want to run it year round.” 

Originally, parks and recreation staff 
were going to meet with council on 
September 8, weeks before they were 
slated to vacate the curling rink but the 
date has been pushed forward to 
September 29. The youth centre has 
been given permission to stay open until 
then. 

There is a bit of “time crunch" for the 
youth centre to find a new home.

Tree doc snags international award

There are thousands of 
tree care professionals 
spanning the globe, but 
probably none so keen in 
kindling public awareness 
as Gerard Fournier. 

For over 25 years, he’s 
been teaching homeowners 
how to grow trees and 
make them thrive in the 
harsh Alberta climate. 

And occasionally, like 
any strict instructor, he’ll 
give the public a solid slap 
on the wrist for bad tree 
practices. Lopping off the 
tops of hardy giants is the 
latest in the list of offences 
homeowners can make. 

“People can do this radi¬ 
cal tree topping, because 
they fear the trees will fall 
or get in the way but they 
are actually.. .killing the 
tree," Fournier said. 

“Trees are big solar-pow¬ 
ered water pumps and if 
you take off t he leaves they 
can’t get the energy to 
grow and are invaded by 
fungi and other species." 

The tree doctor often 
gives advice through tree 
trivia or Treevia on his 
website and over radio 
waves. The community 
outreach program is one 
reason why Fournier is 
considered one of the top 
arborists in the world. 

He and six other 
arborists were recognized 


in July as true profession¬ 
als of arboriculture and 
leaders in their field by the 
International Society of 
Arboriculture (ISA). 

Only one other Canadian, 
Philip van Wassenaer, from 
Mississauga, Ont. won the 
award, offered for the first 
time this year. 

The International Society

of Arboriculture considers 
Fournier the top in his field 
and will use hLs work as a 
case study for nearly 
30,000 worldwide. 

“By recognizing some¬ 
one like Gerard Fournier 
and his accomplishments 
within the community, his 
actions can be modelled 
by other arborists as we 
strive to better our world 
one tree at a time,” said 
Lauren Lanphear, past 
president and panel judge 
for ISA. 

Fournier, who owns For 
Trees in Didsbury, was rec¬ 
ognized for several 


achievements including his 
Treevia and student intern¬ 
ship program. He also 
spearheaded an Alherta 
Arborists Safety committee 
that successfully lobbied 
the government to include 
tree care workers in 
Workplace Health and 
Safety legislation and he’s 
the southern tree advisor 
for the non-profit organiza¬ 
tion, Tree Canada 

“I was kind of shocked 
...you kind of think every¬ 
one does what you do, but 
there are only seven in the 
world. I felt part of a very 
elite group,” Fournier said 
of his win. 

“It was a humbling expe¬ 
rience to receive recogni¬ 
tion from my peers. The 
whole purpose of doing 
this Ls to educate the public 
in something I believe in." 

Fournier believes he has 
an important job in an era 
when people are con¬ 
cerned about the environ¬ 
ment and striving towards 
sustainability. 

There is nothing greener 
than planting a tree in the 
backyard. If everyone 
planted one of the trees, it 
would do more good in the 
short term for the environ¬ 
ment, than if everyone 
bought energy-efficient 
appliances, he said. 

“I’m not suggesting we 
abandon all efforts to clean 
up our acts and plant a 
tree, but trees art* part of 
the equation.”

Of 23 hog and chopper 
fundraisers in the nation 
raising money for prostate 
cancer research, there’s 
only one that roars through 


a rural region. 

“We ride from and 
through rural centres in 
Central Alberta.. .all meet¬ 
ing in Didsbury for the BBQ 
wrap-up," said event coordi¬ 
nator Greg Overwater in an 
e-mail. 

“I think what (the national 
Ride for Dad organization) is 
most interested in, is...our 
particular model for t he ride, 
so they can establish more 
throughout Canada.” 


The event impressed the 
city-based national organi¬ 
zation after 100 leather-clad 
motorcyclists raised 

$100,000 at the June 30 
fundraiser. Victoria, the cap¬ 
ital city of B.C., raised the 
same amount of dollars wit h 
10 times as many riders. 

“The level of support for 
fundraisers in rural commu¬ 
nities is enormous. Here 
everyone knows everyone 
and as a result everyone 


knows somebody affected 
by prostate cancer," 
(iverwater said. 

John McKinlay-Key, oper¬ 
ations manager for the Ride 
for Dad, said the power of 
giving in rural communities 
is inspirational and the 
organization is seeking to 
involve more towns in the 
national campaign. 

“This rural ride was dif¬ 
ferent. . .we hope to use it as 
a model,” he said. 


The organization will 
meet with Parkland Agri 
Services Corporation, the 
company that organized the 
rural ride, October 18, along 
with members from 22 
other ride groups in Canada 
The annual meet is a chance 
for chapters to compare 
methods. 

“This is a good cause for 
communities, large and 
small, to get involved with. 
All the chrome, colour, noise 


and leather Is sexy and visi¬ 
ble and helps us raise awarm 
ness about prostate cancer," 
McKinlay-Key said. 

This year, donations were 
up 17 |H>r cent, reaching $2 
million and nearly 10,(KM) 
riders participated. 

All the money raised in 
rides goes towards in- 
province prostate research, 
with six per cent going back 
to organizers for promot ion 
and awareness campaigns.
